TEXAS HOOS INCREASING. 
Last week’s buying of hogs on 
the Fort Worth market by pack­ 
ers, up to but not including Satur­ 
day, was 11,346. 
Of this number 
2,154 came from Oklahoma, 1,952 
from Indian Territory, and 7,230 
from Texas. 
This state furnished 
almost twice as many hogs as both 
of the territories. 
This iB a market to show the 
progress of Texas in hog raising. 
Last year the bulk of all the hogs 
on this market came from Okla­ 
homa and Indian Territory. 
We 
are now getting as many hogs 
from these territories as formerly, 
but Texas is now raising more than 
both of them. 
To date this year, 
the Fort Worth market has re­ 
ceived about 190,000 hogg, against 
112,000 fur the same period last 
year. 
The increase has come from 
Texas.—Fort Worth Stock Reporter.
